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County Agricultural Society, the sum of one hundred 
dollars, to aid in promoting the objects of agriculture. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 267. 

Legalized. 

AN ACT to legalize the official acts of Ira B. Bradford, a nota- 
ry public, in the county of Ban Claire. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. Ira B. Bradford, having been duly cora-
missioned by the governor of the state of Wisconsin as 
a notary public, in and for the state of Wisconsin, to re-
side in Eau Claire county, by commission bearing date 
the twentieth day of February, A. D. 1875, and which 
expired on the twentieth day of February, A. D. 1877, 
and having by mistake continued to act as such notary 
public until the eighth day of May, A. D. 1877, be-
lieving his said con:mission had not expired, all the of-
ficial acts of the said Ira B. Bradford, as notary public 
from February 20th, 1877, to May 8th, 1877, are hereby 
legalized,And made as valid to all intents and purposes 
as though said Ira B. Bradford had been duly ap-
pointed and commissioned as such notary public during 
said time. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication.
